Forest Lawn residents 
oppose rezoning plan 


Two public hearings came 
before council Tuesday 
evening at the regular meet- 
ing, one dealt with Bylaw 
30/72 regarding the pro- 
posed lane and street clo- 
sure running adjacent to 
Lions Park and Bylaw 38/72 
regarding the rezoning pro- 
posal by Stanton Develop- 
ments Ltd. of about15 acres 
of land in the Forest Lawn 
Sub Division, The areaunder 
contention is presently 
zoned R3 (multiple family 
dwellings) and the developer 
is making application to re- 
zone that portion of Forest 
Lawn, about 10 acres to RIC 
(single family) and the re- 
maining five acres to R3A 
(apartments), 

Speaking against the pro- 
posed closure of a portion 
of Tache St, and St, Thomas 
Street running adjacent to 
Lions Park was Dr, Wm, D, 
Cuts who made an appeal 
to stay the closure, He spoke 
as an interested Lion mem- 
ber and citizen of St, Albert, 

Dr, Cuts, in his eloquent 
appeal to council pointed out 
the active part he has played 
in the development of Lions 
Park, ‘‘My name is on the 
original title of the Lions 
Park property,’’ he told 
council, He continued by ex- 
plaining how important 
Lions Park is to St, Albert 
as one of the major enter- 
tainment show pieces of this 
town, 

“T’m opposed to the pro- 
posed closure of St, Thomas 
Street,’ Dr. Cuts said, ‘‘be- 
cause we have been working 
for many years to develop 
that facility and now we 
can’t see why the town should 
permit this beautiful park 
to be hidden behind a devel- 
opment such as the one pro- 
posed, 

‘With the closure of St. 
Thomas Street,’’ said the 
concerned citizen, ‘‘Lions 
Park will not only be hidden 
from view but a strip of 
about 15 feet wide will dis- 

_ appear, along with a row of 
trees off Lions Park. Re- 
member that once you close 
this street and let it be- 
come part of the proposed 
development, that street is 
lost forever,’’ he warned. 

In conclusion, Dr, Cuts 
further warned council that 
the present developer may 
make very valid promises 
but these promises have a 
tendency to fade into obliv- 
ion if and when these devel- 
opments change ownership. 

Councillor John de Bruijn 
made an observation that a 
few years ago, St, Thomas 
Street had been advertised 
for closure and said no ob- 
jections had been received 
from the Lions at that time. 
Dr, Cuts explained that that 
was probably because Lions 
Park at the time was not

Hail Alley is the logical 
home of the National Hail 
Research Experiment, aco- 
operative effort involving a: 
number of U.S, government 
agencies and universities, 
It’s now in the midst of the. 
second summer of field work 
in the northeastern corner. 
of Colorado. 

Researchers hope in the 
next few summers to find 
out just what happens inside 
hailstorms and whether man. 
can modify or prevent them. 

SEEDING COULD HELP 

«Experience in the Soviet 
Union already indicates that 
cloud seeding may be the. 
answer,’’ according to Dr, 
Walter Orr Roberts. i 

‘The theory on which the 
Russians operate suggests: 
that hailstones grow as they 
move slowly through freez-' 
ing levels, buoyed by strong 
updrafts reaching as much 
as 65 miles an hour. 

‘When the weight of the 
ice finally exceeds the force’ 
of the updraft, the stone falls 
to earth, From two miles up, 
_if it is no more than three~. 
quarters of an inch in dia-- 
meter, it may totally melt. 
before it reaches the ground.

BUYMANSHIP IN FOOD 

Families in Canada today 
spend one-fifth of their in-| 
come on food. In order to 
get the most food for our 
money we should practice 
good food buymanship hab- 
its, The following tips may 
help you get the most satis- 
faction from that one-fifth 
of your income, 

1) Buy by cost per serv- 
ing for meats, 

Rather than look at the 
cost per pound of meats 
figure out how much each 
serving of that meat will 
cost you, 

Here are some guidelines; | 

You get: 1 -2servings per 
pound from meat which is 
mostly fat and bone, i.e, 
short ribs 

2 - 3 servings per pound 
if meat has some fat and 
bone, i,e, chuck roast 

3 - 4 servings per pound 
if meat is mostly lean, i.e, 
hamburger, liver, 

So if a special appears | 
on a roast use these guide- 
lines todetermineifit really | 
is the least cost per serv-| 
ing of meat, 

2) Buy by grade, 

Have you ever compared, 
the prices of various grades 
of canned peaches? There 
are generally three grades: | 
Choice, Fancy, Standard,’ 
Choice and Standard are the} 


least expensive BUT you are| 
still getting the same food 
value as is in the fancy 
grade, Unless the appear- 
ance of the product is im- 
portant, you are spending 
more on the fancy grade 
than you need to, 

3) Buy by the most econo= 
mical quantity, 

If you have the storage, 
facilities, buy foods inlarge 
quantities i.e, 10 lb, sugar. 
instead of 5 lbs, You actually 
save yourself some expense 
in the long run, 

4) Buy by comparing’ 
store brands to national 
brands, The national brand 
of products are generally 
more expensive due to their 
universal distribution and 
transportation cost, The 
store brands are still equal 
in quality, 

5) Buy by comparing 
types of packaging, In a lot: 
of cases the container in 
which a product is sold det-' 
ermines the price of that. 
product, An example is buy- 
ing corn syrup by the pound, 
as compared to corn syrup 
sold in the squeeze bottles, | 
You pay extra to be able to 
squeeze the bottle, 

6) Buy by food value. 

If fruit drinks and fruit 
juices cost the same, you: 
are much wiser purchasing 
the juices because of their’ 
higher VitaminC content, ; 
You should be aware of these | 
terms differentiations, Oth- , 


ers are soap and detergent, 
extract and flavoring, pork 
AND beans, and beans WITH 
pork, Some other things to 
remember: 

1, Shopping lists help, By 
planning menus for the week 
you will know what to shop 
for, 

2, Emergency shelf sup- 
plies can be lifesavers when 
unexpected guests arrive for 
supper.

tions for alfalfa production 
in Alberta, says Dr. J. Aw- 
ram, supervisor of agri- 
culture with the provincial 
department of agriculture. 

Developed by Dr. Péter 
Pankiw of the Beaverlodge 
Research Station two years 
ago, they could well extend 
the area of the province in 
which leafcutter bees canbe 
used for pollinating alfalfa 
crops, In the past, use of 
these bees has been moreor 
less confined to the eastern 
irrigation district in the 
south of the province where 
the temperature exceeds 70 
degrees for 350 hours during 
the pollinating period, How- 
ever, Dr, Pankiw reports 
good success with leafcutt- 
ers in the Fort Vermilion 
area through the use of poly- 
ethelene instead of wooden 
shelters, These shelters, 
which are put over the hives, 
act as heat traps, thereby 
encouraging the bees to for- 
age when the outside tem- 
perature is lower than would 
normally induce them to 
leave the hive, 

The other management 
technique which seems to 
be working very well in- 
volves the location of these’ 
shelters, Leafcutter bee 
shelters used to be put on 
posts above the ground to, 
provide protection against 
predators, However, Dr, 
Pankiw has found that when 
they are placed near the 
ground they are protected. 
against the wind, This ab- 
sence of wind again encour--: 
ages the bees to forage on 
days when they would nor-° 
mally remain inactive, 

Use of this technique in| 
Saskatchewan has resulted | 
in the area where leafcutt-| 
ers can be profitably used} 
to pollinate alfalfa crops 
being extended from near 
Saskatoon to north of Prince| 


posable diapers. These are 
just a few examples of the 
many throw-away articles 
on the market today, 

Many people are becom- 
ing aware of the growing 
problem of pollution and are 
wanting to do something to- 
wards fighting it. You can 
help in the home simply by 
creating less garbage. We 
have become so accustomed 
to using convenient, throw- 
away articles that we forget 
how much MORE garbage 
they create than before. 

Are all of the paper nap- 
kins, towels, bags, dispos- 
able diapers, and so on, 
really necessary? We know 
that they cost more because 
of the work they save, but are 
they really WORTHthe extra 
money? We are paying over 
and over again for things 
when we could buy them for 
less with the intention that 
they will last, 

For example, wraps and 
baggies can be substituted 
with hard plastic containers 
which may be used again 
and again, There are enough 
foods on the market packed 
in snap-lid containers that 
there is little need for sar- 
an, wax paper or tin foil 
as wraps for left-overs or 
for foods in lunches, Better 
yet, buy your own freezer 
containers and avoid buy- 
ing products such as mar- 
garine in plastic tubs, 

Using cloth napkins, tow- 
els and diapers would cut 
down on litter as well as on 
the grocery bill. It has been 
found that using a diaper 
service is less expensive 
than buying the disposable 
type. In some cases too, 
the flushable type of diaper 
clogs sewage systems and 
results in costly repairs, 

Want to cut down on the

mountain of garbage even 
more? Even when picnicing, 
try to use china or melmac 
dishes and metal cutlery 
rather than paper plates and 
plastic utensils, If you al- 
ready have the disposable 
type of plastic glasses, try 
to use these as many times 
as possible. These too, are 
more expensive in the long 
run, 

Before school starts again 
buy each of your children a 
brightly colored lunch kit, 
perhaps with apopular char-~ 
acter on the side, such 
as Snoopy. These are cute 
and would mean not having 
to throw away paper bags 
each day, They also enable 
the children to have a more 
nutritious lunch than can 
usually be packed in a bag. 

Wherever possible, avoid 
buying products which will 
add unneeded garbage. Try 
to shop with the thought of 
reducing the amount of house 
hold pollution, A very large 
part of the grocery bill goes 
to things which aren’t food 
items at all, but are dis- 
posable paper and plastics. 
Remember, we are also pay= 
ing for the packaging mater- 
ial, so the simpler, the bet- 
ter. 

Just for interest’s sake, 
(and as a good everyday 
anti-polluting practice), see 
how many things you canuse 
over again before throwing 
them away, You’ll be sur- 
prised at the fewer times 
you must empty the garbage 
and at the money you can 
save, 

It’s time to ask ourselves 
if the added convenience is 
actually worth the price -- 
that is, the price of a pollu- 

ted environment, We’ have 
less raw materials and more 
litter and pollution thanever 
before. But we CAN bring 
about a change, and we can 
START in the home.
